I nave the honour to submit herewith the Road Fund Annual Report and Accounts 
for the cess year 1883-84, together with the requisite explanatory notes required under 
Government circular No. 8A, dated the 4th February 1878. 

2. The estimates of Income and expenditure for the year under reviow were considered 
and passed by the District Committee at a meeting held on the 80th July 1883. The 
receipts, inclading previous balance, were estimated at Rs. 97,928, and the expenditure at 
Rs. 95,88. The actual receipts were Rs, 1,03,806 and the expenditure Rs. 102,883. The 
details of expenditure are shewn in form No. 6, part IT of the annual accounts. The local works 
were carried out as usnal by the District Engineer and his staff. Village roads and minor 
works were condugted by the Branch Committees under the supervision of the Chairman 
snd members. 

8. The District Committee met seven times during the year, and at all the meetings 
there was a quorum 

‘Two meetings were held in the beginning of the year to pass estimates, to consider 
Government letter No. 8296E, dated 22na September 1883, in regard to the question of 
District Engineer's salary and to pass the revised budget estimate according to Government 
resolution No, 3814RC of 6th November 1583, . 

‘Two meetings were held to pass the annual accounts and report for 1882-83 and esti- 
matos for various works, as also to consider the question of arboriculture. 

‘Three mectings were held towards the close of the year to fix rates of cess to be levied 
during 1884-85, to pass the budget estimate for that year, aud to sanction District Bugineer’s 
application for a month’s privilege leave. 

4, The Committee yesolved at a meeting, held on the 15th August 1884, to levy the 
maximum rate of cess for the ensuing year to meet the estimate of expenditure. 

5. With very few exceptions the non-official members took but little interost in the 
administration of the fund at their disposal, 

6. The accounts now submitted were Inid before a meeting, held on the Sth instant, 
after being previously examined and passed by a Sub-Committee, The report of -the Sub- 
Committee is hereto attached-vire statement B. 

7, The following is a briefdescription of the pringipal works carried out during the 
year:— 


( 








Surface repairs have been executed on 4804 miles of roads, that is on all the 

. roads entered in the printed list with the exception of a few io the 

Bongong sub-division. 

(2) Metal has been renewed on eight of the principal roads, and there have been 
‘two miles of new construction. 

(c) All the bridges and culverts have been maintained throughout the dsitrict, and 
eight new culverts have been constructed, 

(@ Three inspection bungalows have been constructed at Mohispore, Mashroompore, 
‘and Samanta in the Bongong sub-division to facilitate the better supervie 
sion of work along these long lines of road. All the existing bungalows 
throughout the district have been maintained in proper order. 

(&) The drainage works in the Bongong sub-division have all been completed, 

(/) Arboriculture, —The fruit trees planted out on the roadsides have been maintained, 


8. Station roads—The sum of Rs, 450 was expended in repairing the roads in the 
different sub-divisions, and the works were carried out under the immediate superintendence 
of the sub-divisional offivers. 

9. Fidlage roads—A sum of Rs. 4,800 was expended on village roads in the different 
sub-divisions of this district in the maintenance and construction of different roads and 
bridges. ‘These works wero also carried out under the immediate supervision of the sub- 
divisional officers and members of the Committees. 

10. T now proceed to state briefly the road cess operations which have been projected 
for the ensuing year 1884-85 as required by Government circular No. 50, dated the 28rd 
July 1878. ‘The éxpected income from cess leviable under the Act and from other sources 
is-estimated at Rs, 84,689 of which sum it is proposed to expend Rs. 20,506 on original 
works and Rs, 49,890 on maintenance and repairs.’ 

‘11. The principal works for execution are the following — : 


(@) Four hundred aud eighty-seven main lives of roads which are exclusive of station 
is and village roads will be repaired and kept in order.

12. A statement (appendix A) is herewith submitted, shewing the number of meetings 
hela by the District and Branch Committees during the year, as per form referred td in 
Bengal Government resolution No. 395A, dated che 16th Muy 1877, from which it will be 
seen that the pereentage shewing the attendance of members is larger thian last year. 

13, As usual the subsdivisional officers have taken an interest in the ronds of their 
sub-divisions. ‘They have supervised the construction and repairs of village roads. ‘The 
indigo planters and a few native members have likewise rendered assistance. 

‘1d. Road cess collection cstablishment.—Yhe totol demand of both road and 
public works cess, for the year 1883-84 was lis, 1,59,184, to which Rs, 2,288, arreare 
outstanding from’ the last year, being added, the total realizable gross demand for the 
year comes up to Rs, 1,91,867, out of this amount Rs. 1,62,035 were realized within 
the year, or in other words 846 per vent. of the gross demand, leaving a balauce of 
Ris. $0,382 at the close of the year. From this balance Ks. 1,129 being deducted as ‘pre- 
Viously paid in advance for the present year, there remains an arrear of Rs. 28,203, Out of 
this balance Ks, 28,631 have been realized, since the close of the year. 

15, Out of the arrear balance of Rs. 82,233, with which the year under report opened, 
there was a collection of Rs. 32,017, or in other words 99°3 per cent, of the arrear balance 
was realized within the year. The collection therefore seems to be very satisfactory, aud 


reflects credit on the establishment. 

16. Enyineering “establishment—Mr. Burt, the District Engineer, sud his subordi. 
nates ‘worked satisfactorily, Baboo Uma Churn Ghose, sub-overscer, deserves special 
mention. In my previous report 1 gave a short account of the embezzlements committed 
by the Iste accountant, Mohind Chunder Sen. It is needless therefore to reiterate 
the facts here. 1 bey, however, to state, for your information, that the entire amount 
embezzled by the accountant bas been realized in accordance’ with his security bond 


by the sale of his property.

I uave the honour to ‘submit the Annual Report of the District Road Cess Com 
mittee, Khulna, for the cess year 1883-84, together with the Annual Accounts, in duplicate 
jp accordance with No. 073A., dated 14th September 1880. 

‘At the beginning of the year, the Committee consisted of 25 members, 6 official and 
19 non-officinls. During the year one died and 6 ceased to be members under section 115 
of the Act for non-attendauce. One new member was appointed. At close of the year 
there were in all 19 members including the Chairman, Depu'y Magistrate Baboo Dinanath 
Pe was the Vico-Chairman of the Committee throughout ‘the year. ‘There were seven 
special mectings and one ordinary meeting during the year, and the average attendance 
ofeach member was 8:6 against 10-2 of the previous year, ‘The attendance of members 
from the Satkhira sub-division was small in consequence of the distance of the place 
from the head-quarters. ‘The result of the year’s work has not beon seen as yet, but 
the District Engineer reports that all the district ronds have been greatly improved during 
the year. The roads in the sub-division of Satkhira have become passable now and 
many bridges have been provided. ‘The Bagirhat rond has also been improved, temporary 
bridges have been constricted in places where they were required, and a large number 
of pipe culverts put in, The roads in the sudder station of Khulna’ haye been remodelled 
and widened, and at the same time a new system of drainage introduced. The village 
roads of the Sudder sub-division were under the superrision of the Vice-Chairman, and 
of the sub-divisions of Bagirhat and Satkhira under the Branch Road Cess Committees 
of those places. All these roms have been also greatly improved, and it is in contem- 
pletion to transfer some of them to the list of district roads, Rupees 12,846 have been 
pent for village roads,

Road Fund during the past year from 1st October 1883 to 30th September 1884, 

2. All members of the District Committeo except four or five attended the meetings 
with reasonable regularity and some of the latter had good reasons for their not attending. 
No difliculty was experienced last year in securing a quorum except on one occasion only. 
‘The Statement A. is aunexed to show the details of the meotings and attendance of members 
of the Sudder aud Branch Committees. 

3. There are three Branch Committees, namely at Jangipore, Kandee and Choa, Ay 
regards the Choa Branch Commitice I repeat what was said last year’ that it is very irregular 
in submitting its accounts. ‘This Brauch Committee was not only irregular in this respect 
but the members of the Committee seem tu bave taken very little interest in their duties, 
The other two Branch Committies have worked well. ‘Ihe District Committee allotted 
a sum of Rs, 10,000 for repairs to village roads, ‘The general distribution of the allotments 
for village roads and the expenditure of those allotments are believed te have given genera) 
satisfaction to the villagers concerned, ‘ 

4, The maximum rate of cess was levied during the year, In the collection of the 
yond cess great improvement was observable over past year. “Lhe pereeutage of collection 
was 99:49 exclusive of the arrears of the previous years. 

5. As regards the nature of the feelings of the people towards the levy of the road 
cess it is believed that the people of this district have appreciated the benefit of the cess, 
and st the present time the district fund is providing labour for a number of indigent 

yersons, 
a 6. The establishment under the District Engineer and the Deputy Collector in charge 
‘of Road Cess appears to have worked only fairly well, the re-vajuution work has not yet 
been completed, and a report will be made when it is finally accomplished. 





ORIGINAL WORKS. 


7. A portion of the 15th mile of the Murcha road was carried away by the river 
Bhyrub, a new line of road was construeted a little north of the Tatoolix Bazar. Besides 
this one talwood bridge across Beesharpukhur Nulla and an inspection bungalow at 
Kandi were coustrycted during the year under report. ‘The former was completed and 
opeued to traffic and the latt finished with the exception of fixing the doors. This 
has since been done, ‘The Katigunga cut was also cleaned and sand bars and other obstruc- 
tions from the bed of the drainage channel known as Sooty river were cut and removed 
to facilitate the discharge of water. . 














REPAIRS, 


8. Pucka road—There are about 264 miles of metalled ronds maintained from 
Road Coss Funds of this district. Eight miles received an annual coat of metal three inches 
thick and the remainder were patched up and repaired. 

9. Kutche roads—The total mileage of kutcha ronds brought under the operation of 
Road Coss Act is some 575 miles. Of these 207} miles are embanked and bridged and 
were kept in good repairs; 278 miles aro embanked but temporarily bridged, and were 
also repaired thronghout, and the remainder are unraised tracks which received 
ordinary surface repairs. 

10. Drainage cuts—The two main drainage cuts that drain the bheels and low lands 
botwoon Berhampore and Gobra Nullah were cleaned throughout and repaired. 

Ll. Village roads.—'he village roads under the Branch Road Cess Committees snd 
under the Sudder Sub-Division were repaired and constructed as, provided in the bi 
Some of these ronds are important and they are repaired every year. 

12. Tree planting.—The fruit bearing trees planted by the sides of the roads, 47 miles 
in length, were regularly watered and protected at a cost of Rs, 499-15. 

13, At a meeting held on the 26th July 1884, the estimate for 1884-85 was passed. 
The total income including the estimated balance has’been set down at Re, 85,204 and 
the expenditure at Rs, 71,129. A sum of Rs, 2,727 was allotted for original naa 
for maintaining trees planted along the roads, A sum of Rs. 40,648 was on 
repairs to main'roads and drainages and Rs, 10,000 wore allotted for village roads.

6. Several new works have been taken in hand during the year, some of which have 
been finished and others are still in progréss. Most of these works were undertaken in 
the first instance as relief work. Inthe early part of the year sourcity’ prevailed in some 
parts of the distyict, where the rice.crop had failed, and the poorer classes of the people 
in these localities suffered in consequence of the high price of grain. Measures had 
accordingly to be adopted to provide them with work, and relief works in consequence 
were upeaed ont.

“2. Original Works.—A good deal ‘of usefal work under this head was token in hand 
during the year, Principally the restoring of the embankment of the Jhurkikarama sec. 
tion of the road No. 20, Latipur to Madehpura, for which Government gave a grant:in-aid 
of Rs. 9,000; more than threé quarters of this work has been done ; the rest will be completed 
next year, Bridging first section of road No. 13, Ghogha to Bowsi, which is nearly finished, 
Constructing two timber bridges on road No. 11, Jugdisptir to Bela vid, Sonodi, &e., which 
hhas been completed during the year. And restoring bridge on 89h mile pf road No, 1, 
Bhagulpore to Sonthal Purgunnelis : this could not be completed as the contractor was 
ill for three months during the working season. ‘The bridging of. the Telabeh river at 
Sonbursa and of road No. 22, Madbepura to Sonbursa, were also completed last year. 

8. Famine Relief Works.—The District Eugineer has surveyed four roads for ing 
famine relief projects, viz. Barakole to Ranikita, Dhaka to Dhuria, Dhuris to N and 
Tirmobasi to Mokiama.” ‘The Branch, Road. Commistée “commenced . relief works on the 
following three new roads, viz, Punsia to Dhuris, Bhurkoa to Khessur and Khessur to 
Arjusgunge, in anticipation, of your sanction, and have spent Rs. 2,178-18 on them. ‘These 
works have since been stopped, as reported in this office No. 485 of 4th September 1884, 
pending sanction of formal projects, which are now neorly ready. 

4. The Government has been pleased to contribute Rs. 10,000 for relief works, and 

this sum has been utilized in the execution of above works referred in paragraph 3, and the 
improvement. of some of the existing roads under the Sudder Branch Committee, 
with a view to relieve the distressed part of the population of those parts where relief was 
wanted, : . fi ; 
5. Arboriculture —This is the fifth yéar of operation under this head.. 7,400 trees have 
been planted out on the sides of four roads up to date by the District Engineer, and all are 
thriving well. Besides these, the Branch Road Committees have majntaited trees planted on 
the sides of five roads. 

6. Repairs —Under this head also good work has been done, ‘The allotment for this 

purpose was Rs. 69,591, including the Rs. 6,000, Government grant for the maintenance of 
road No. 1, Bhagulpore to’ Sonthal Pergunnahs, of which Rs. 66,149-6-6 have been spent, 
Jeaving'a balance of Rs. 3,442 which could not be spent, aa relief works on some, of the 
roads under the Branch Road Committee had to be stopped; as per orders contained in your 
+ No. 96PW of 30th June 1884. 
All works and repairs have been exeeuted most s: 
supervision of the District Engineer, Mr. J. Robinson. ‘Those in the parts remotest. irom 
head-quarters are as ood as those near Bhagulpore.

. Prat je trees and contingencies. Statement D shows the allotment and expenditure 
of the amount in village roads, establishment, &c, Roads were taken up in all parts of the 
sub-division. ‘The repairs of many important roads could uot be undertaken on account 
of the grant being small. 
‘The grant of Rs. 2,000 would certainly have been sufficient for the sub-division had the 
Committee only small village roads to repair, Some of the so-called village roads which 
the Committee has to keep in repaits, however, have the importance and dimensions of 
district roads ; for instance, the roods from Rajakhur to Turkia, Rampur to Folasi Nakaz, 
‘The loesl circumstances of this sub-division requires more expenditure on its roads than 
what it can claim from the amount of road cess furnished by it, The soil is sandy and 
roads are very easily cut up by traffic ; the sand is anoually blown off by the strong westerly 
wind ; there are numerous murrak diars and smal} rivulets ; there if’ not such a magai- 
ficient road like the Ganges and Darjecling running through its entire length and kept tn 
from funds outside the road cess of the district as in the two other sub-divi

2. As to the state of the istrict ronda, T beg to ‘Yeport that the existing roads were 
generally repaired; no new lines opened during the year under review for ‘want of gufiiere 
funds, as the Committee had to pay Rs. 7,052-5-2 for the revaluation establishment, 
However, five bridges and two culverts were constructed, and the works reported to have 
been i itisfactorily. 

I fe specially to remark here that the Cuttack Chandbali road was badly 
breasted owing to a late food pouring through a cut which the Public Works Departmeut 
had allowed to be made in the Kbarsua embankment. It is to be hoped that the Public 
Works Department will be more careful in future to prevent such recurrence. It should 
‘be noticed that, unless the estimate submitted with this office No, 236, dated 8th December 
1882, for making the road good throughout, aud metalling it up to Pattamundee, at the cost 
of Government, is sarictioned, there is no ehance of its being kept up in good order. 

4, Village roads are generally in good order: s few in Jajpur present difficulties from 
being liable to damage by flood-waters.

14. District Roads.—As to the state of district roads, the Chairman of Cuttack states 
that the existing roads were generally repaired, but no new lines were opened during the 
year under review for want of suflicient funds, as the Committee had to pay Re: 7,052 for 
Ihe revaluation establishment, Five bridges and two culverts were, however, constructed. ‘The 
Onttack and Chandbali road was badly’ breached owing to a flood pouring through a cut 
which the Public Works Department bad allowed tobe made. It is said that, unless this 
Joad is metalled up to Patamundi and maintained throughout at the cost of Government, 
there isno chance of its being kept in good repair from the district funds, Had the 
Cuttack Committee made some attempt to metal certaiu portions of the road every year, 
1 good deal of improvement might havo been made by this time. ‘The sums spent annually on 
earthwork seem unreasonably heavy. My predecessor, Mr. Larainie, called the attention of 
the Chairman to this point. ‘The Pooree, Balaguan and Banpur road, in district Pooree, is 
reported to have been metalled and supplied with culverts, I was able to drive over. the 
road lately, but the metalling has been badly done, and much of the work will have to be done 
Over again, ‘The road from Piplee to Khorda has also been metalled, and improvements have 
been made in other roads in the division, The work in Balasore has not been at all 
satisfactory. ‘The roads show want of care and proper treatment, ‘The main road through 
the district is kept in repair from Provincial Funds, thereby relieving the district funds, and 
thus leaving more money in hand for bye-roads, but they aro ali in a miserable state for want of 
ropairs. It ia true that the district funds ‘are not large, and means are limited, but my 
Inspection of the roads showed » want of care in repair of bridges and earthwork, which were 
matters of supervision rather than of expenditure. I have lately put the condition of the 
Balasore roads strongly before the District Road Committee, and hope that hereafter some. 
thing may be doue to improve matters. But it will be some years before the district roads 
can be put in order, and if the present system is not modified, Balasore will never have a good 
road in any part of the district. 

15. The want of a road from Bhudruck to Chandbali is greatly felt. It seems singular 
that the principal part of a district should not be connected with the interior by a 
passable road, but such is the case. Passengers landing ot Chandbali have to make their way 
Es best they can over a line at times almost impassible. Many important lines of road 
remain tobe made. Under the present system of spending small avd inadequate sums of 
mouey ov anumber of roads money is, in my opinion, wasted and no real progress made. 

16, Certificate Act-—The Certificate Act the Collector of Cuttack reports that the 
provisions of Circular No. 8 of August 1881 have been enforced, with the effect of lightly 
Jnereasing voluntary payments. There has been an improvement of 3 per cent, in the reovipts, 
and the arrear balance has fallen from Rs. 6,889 to Rs, 5,197. ‘The Collector of Balasore 
complains that the Act works od and it takes time to clear up balances. 

17. Expenditure on trece.—The expenditure on trees has not been sufficient, and no 
great progress was made in this work. 

18. ‘The subordinate establishments of Balasore and Pooree are reported to have worked 
well, but not those of Cuttack, ‘The accounts of the Pooree district were uot inspected by 
the Examiner during the year,
